The Berry fire is well established on both the east and west side of Berry Creek. One large polygon of fire, along with intense 

heat was mapped on the north slopes of Elk Ridge. This polygon is surrounded by multiple spot fires in all directions. The fire 

polygon to the west of Berry creek is most active on the east where it exhibits intense heat nearly to the bottom of the Berry 

Creek drainage.
